THAGIC STORY OF A PLOT THAT FAILED.

stantind quite uumistahable difference in the 
thyroid glinds of tho {wo ects of animals, 
The gland of the porridge-fed animal is not 
morely large, but wader tho microscope ita colls 
show every sign which tells the physiologist 
that they aro in a state of vigorous sccretory 
activity. The contrast with the case of meat-fed 
animals is extromely conspicuous. It is, per- 
haps, too soon yet to any, of course, that 
porridye bos been conclusively proved to have a 
tpecifis stimalust effect upon wlat is perhaps, 
the most important of all glands for ihe proper 
development of tho body; but ihe footy look 
yory like it, F porsonally loathe porridge, and 
also find incredible the dootrine that mon as a 
whole would be better without the consumption 
of flesh, so no one oan acouse me of looking 
upon these new researches with a too favourable 
eye...

Chastenot, one of the, vitioulturistsin the French 
Assembly, to the effect that," the over-prodac- 
tion of wine from which the wine districts of 
France are now enffering ia mostly due to fra rd.” 
Among the growers, there is anid to be 
praotiowly no fraud, ‘The trouble is with 
dealars or brokers, who, a3 ssid above, practise 
© moniliage,” or adulteration with water and 
aloohol. , Jel te . 

Thore is undoubtedly considerable false labell- 
ing on what ere known as the ‘classed wines.’ 
Yt ia quite impossible, However, to stato the 
extent of the practice, or {o blama the 
individuals engaged. in it, for they work under 
cloag cover, OF the Chateau’ Margaux wine 
thers are at this time in stoot in Bordeaux 
about 2,000,000 bottles of different’ years’ 
vintages, but how many bottles so labelled’ and 
sent abroad really contvia tha excellent product 
of that famous chateau cannot bo: told, The 
renownel Pontat Canet Chateau produces 
anovally abont 300,000 bottles, but much more 
than that amountia put on the market ench yoar. 
The Chatenu Lafite output is about 29 M0 
bottler, but’ much of the wine masyrorading 
uodor that Iahol ia innocant of contact with the 
well-known vineyard. And the samo is true of 
call the classed wines, ‘Thora aro honeos, 
however, whoke very porsoasion of any brands of 
‘wines guaranteos their purity and freedoin from 
adulleration, but thers are a fow concerns of 
whom 80 much onn hardly be said. 

To -prevent false Jobolling it ia suzgeated 
that the label abould bepr, in addition to the 
nomo of the producer and the chatoan, that 
alao of the merchant or importor who handles 
tho product, With regard to the genoral fraud, 
much of it, dhe report says, could be stopped 
were the growors and tho pruprietors of vins- 
yards, anil ohataaux required to. make declara- 
tion befors the mayora of their respoctive 
communes at tho end of each vintage, sstting 
forth the exact ontpnt of their vineyards. 
Thoso declarations ought to ba made public, 
vither by tho papers or by. posting in the 
mayor's offices. As their stocks of wine aro 
sold from time to tims (hey should bo required 
to notify the mayor of each transaction, giving 
the name and addrosa of the merchant or broker 
who buys them, with the amount disposed of. 
When tho entire stook is rold, it would ha 
publicly kaown that there was no moro of that 
particular wino in the growers’. atocks. This 
would at feast provent “ mouillage,” the most 
common of the frands. : 

The Feouch Minister of Justice rocandhy 
addressed to the prosecuting altorneys in all 
dopartmentaa cironlar in which hadeclares that 
“the Government ia more than ever determined 
to rapross a’ froud, notably that which in too 
frequently practised in the wine trade," A 
number of conviotions have been necured in {ha 
Courts of Bordeaux and in othor places in south. 
wostera Franos—nearly all of them through the 
inalramentality of the “Union Syndivale dea 
Négooiants en Vine de Bordeaus,” an aasociation 
of the leading wine morchanta of Bordeanr, 
who have determine’, if such a thing is 
possible, to put an end to fraudulent practicos of 
unprincipled dealers. [Ignoring alcoholic 
adalteralion, it would b> interesting to know 
how muoh Australian and Cslifornian wino is 
gold as French.—En.] ‘

MANILA COAL. 

Pleading for development of Philippine coal 
mines, in the Far Eastern Review, Mr. W. 
Cameron Forbes, szeretary of Commorce and 
Police, says, in part : : 

Ido not attach as much importance to. tho 
. necessity of cowl for manufacturing purpones as 
Ido to its importancs to com norce from tho 
viow-point of shipping. I bdaliove that water 
power can bo developed ia Bafficient quantities, 
and within reawonali limits of oxpeng), £2 caro 
for the manufacturing nocessities of the Islands 
and possibly for the land transportation, ‘The 
Agno river of the Island of Lozon the Agox 
yiyor of the Island of Mindanao, and soveral 
others of which parhaps sarveys have nol yet 
buen made, are eapablo of supplying ample 
powor for all the neada of the country within 
the radius of thoir sites for a groat many yoars 
to come. Not ove, however, of these water 
prvers hus heen developed, and the manafac- 
furing business of. the islands is now bing 
catriod on by moans of coal from Australia and 
Japan, and the ships plying in and about the 
Phitippine Inlands do so from motive powar 
induoed by foroiga coal. 

It is difficult to make the harbor of Manila 
an attractive one for soa-going vessels to viait, 
The seaport of Hougkong so near, whero labor. 
isso cheap, is our greatest handicap. To bo 
sure wa now have tho barbor protected. In « 
ghort time we will have wharves built’ so that 
ships will be saved ihe expense and delay 
incident to lightering ; bat we have wo satis- 
factory s.ip-building snd repairing plant. Our 
laws are snob, particularly in respect to tariff 
ou importa, that sco-going vessels find if, more 
advantagvous to hava their ropair work done 
in Hongkoug. [tis dificalt to say wherein 
tha port of Manila could be mado in any ono 
point hore desirable for the calling of voxsela— 
compared with naighboriug ports such as Shang- 
hoi, Hoogkong and Singupore~ -thau ia the one 
item of coal. 

“TE coal oan be found hora in large quantitios 
and of suituble quatity, aod if it can be deliver- 
od in Manila at a lowor prices for the same mait 
of efficigaey ‘than it can by obtained at any of 
the other ports, we will have a thing which hos 
hoon lacking in the past; ona definite point 
wherein wa oan say to Che shipping world, ‘Io 
this wo excel anv of our naighbors, ” 

To aocomplish this it will by nacassa *y to mine 
coal on a lary 8 sate and by improved mathoda, 
aud to have improved transportetion faoilittes 
aud landling devices for putting. coal aboard 
ship. 

Phare woull, of course, be the uatural ad- 
vantages that, all the money now spont by tho 
United States Army, by the Ciril Govern mont, 


by the merchant marina, and by tho mana fao- 
turing plaute in the Philippine Tslauds for coal 
for use in tho sipping aud manuf icturing busi- 
veaa would be oxponded in the Philippine Islands 
“and wot sant to d-volop the rosourco; of Japan 
and Australis, ‘Tho early commercial develop- 
mont of at Teast one of the big coal mines of 
this rogion ix, thoref re, of the graatest urgency, 
aod it should he the du‘y of al! of us in’ the 
Philippiag Isiands to endewuur to in!orest, the 
necessary capital to acoomp'ivyh such a result, 
Tho Director of Navigation has recently been 
austrusted by tho Seeratary of Commaras and 
Poles, with tho approval of the Govarnor- 
General, to so arrange tho grates on some of 
his vessels ag to give teste of Pa'lippine coat, 
aud ascartain the actaal cash rosults thorafrom, 
whenaver and wherever it cau be obtained, 
ed
